Some years ago, the question was 
ksked: 
W hat is a college? 
The at­ 
tempt to answer it shook the educa 
tional world in America from center 
lo circumference. Another question is 
now beginning to be asked: W hat is 
a church? 
W ithout undertaking to 
give a definition of it, let me ask, in 
this initial paper, what the church 
is for? The New Testament reveals 
three distinct tasks to which it is 
committed. 
First, that of evangelization. The 
church is divinely commissioned to 
reach for the lowest and the least 
man in the least land and offer him 
sonship to the Eternal God; offer him 
a divine power, which lifts him out 
of the bog and places him upon the 
highest levels of human life, where 
God and the soul are in fellowship. 
This alone were an immense priv­ 
ilege. 


Teaching the Art of Living. 


The church is commissioned also 
to teach and train those who are 
rich with its evangelistic message. 
The term, Religious Education, has 
come to mean a speciilc thing in our 
country, namely, the training of the 
people in the local church in those 
deep m atters which pertain to the 
art of living. I am not now speaking 
of the work of education in schools, 
colleges and universities, but the work 
of education ab our doors, in the con­ 
gregation. 
Every agency in reach 
should be employed to the utmost in 
this important mission. 
Indeed, the 
local church could be made a sort of 
university for all the people, in w'hich 
the simple, practical arts and virtues 
of everyday life should be taught and 
enforced. 
Only recently 
has 
this 
special phase of the church’s work re­ 
ceived anything like adequate atten­ 
tion. 
The New Testam ent word for 
it Is Edification.

J. D. Donnohue, President 
Atlanta, Ga., May 22.—In a letter 
forwarded yesterday to Governor Sla­ 
ton and the state prison commission, 
urging clemency for Leo M. Frank, 
Judge A. G. Powell, a former member 
of the state court of appeals, asserted 
that the late Judge Roan, who presid­

was innocent of the murder of Mary 
Phagan. 
I was an intimate friend of Judge 
Roan,” Judge Powell’s letter staled. 
“lf he were living I would not attempt 
to speak for him. 
Since his mouth is 
closed by death I feel it is due to him 
and to Frank that I should give you 
the benefit of what I know of how he 
felt as to tile defendant’s guilt.”

Judge 
Powell said, he had prepared portions 
of the court’s charge to the jury. 
“I mention this fact,” the letter add­ 
ed, “merely to show I had opportunity 
of intimate knowledge of the state of 
his (Judge Roan’s) mind.” 
Judge Powell said he was unable to 
explain “why Judge Roan, with these 
views, did not grant the new trial, 
winch Loin the conversation with him 
I fully expected him to grant.”

that during the months of May, Juno 
and July the metal in this high re­ 
fined state was selling for less than 
5 cents a pound, the lowest mark a t­ 
tained in many years, 
announces a 
bureau of 
labor 
statistics bulletin, 
constituting 
advance 
information 
from the 1915 Red Book, given pub­ 
licity today 
by 
Commissioner John 
T. Fitzpatrick. 
While Missouri's 
zinc 
output 
in 
1914 reached the lowest 
total since 
1906, the state will easily hold first 
rank among the nineteen states th at 
mined and 
m arketed 
this 
mineral 
that year. 
Figuring 
in the form of 
Spelter, Missouri produced 
33.2 per 
cent of the output 
of 
zinc 
in the 
United States during 1914, an asser­ 
tion which means that out of 343,418 
tons of speller turned out by sm elt­ 
ers of Colorado, Illinois, Kansas, Mis­ 
souri, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, W est 
Virginia, New York, New Jersey' and 
Ohio, the zinc 
for 
114,019 
tons is 
credited to grand old Missouri, which 
has been the 
main 
zinc 
producing 
state of the United States ever since 
the Joplin district drew the attention 
of the world to its extensive and val­ 
uable sub-surface deposits. 
The only drawback 
to 
the 
zinc 
glory of Missouri is that smelters are 
few and far between here, only one 
being credited with operating during 
1914, it being in St Louis. 
Most 
of 
the zinc ore of this state is refined 
into Spelter either in K ansas or Illi­ 
nois, and some in Oklahoma. 
With 
Ks abundance of w ater power, which 
far surposses 
thai 
of 
any of the 
states now 
refining 
Missouri 
zinc, 
this state ought 
not 
alone 
to hoi I 
first place for production of the ore, 
which is the subject of this bulletin, 


but also in the number of smelters 


and refineries, which convert ihe on; 
into commercial form. 
To return to Missouri 
as 
a 
zinc 
state, the IOU 
production exceeded 
that of 
Colorado, 
Montana, Kansas 
and Utah, states 
which 
also 
have 
reputations as zinc producers, 
com­ 
bined. 
The 
production also surpass­ 
ed that of Arizona, 
Arkansas, Cali­ 
fornia, Idaho, Illinois, Kentucky, Ne­ 
vada, New Jersey, New Mexico, Ok­ 
lahoma, Tennessee, 
Texas, 
Virginia 
and Wisconsin, aggregated, by 7,000 
tons. 
While Illinois 
led 
all 
the other 
states iii the amount of Spelter turn­ 
ed out, with Oklahoma

zinc came from Missouri, its mining

in 
the Ozarks 
for high class smelters,

not alone take care of Missouri’s zinc 
production, but also extract cadmium 
and

commercial 
substances 
from the residue after the

been turned into Spelter. Then theie 
:u e the thousands of tons of l^ad con­ 
centrates, which are now being ship­ 


ped east in that form for refining, the 
refining of which would prove a pro­ 
fit to new Missouri smelters. In ev­ 
ery ion of Missouri 
lead 
there 
is 
about an ounce of silver. 
If it pays 
eastern refineries, and 
it 
evidently 
does since they do this work contin­ 
ually, to “recover” this valuable min­ 
eral, after they have paid

pay smelters to do this work in Mis­ 
souri, with more than two-thirds of 
ihe transportation costs saved.

their country’s 
needs. 
Tendencies in fiction 
are interest­ 
ing. This spring’s books are less fem­ 
inistic than for twro years past; 
the 
“new woman” seems to 
he 
at rest. 
The introspective novel 
is not fre­ 
quent, but 
the 
superseding 
novels 
are those which deal in a big, broad 
way with social and business condi­ 
tions and tendencies, and. the roman­ 
tic tales of adventure, 
courage and 
daring with backgrounds 
of historic 
truth or local color. 
After fiction the 
publishers have 
taken books dealing 
with the busi­ 
ness man, and they have called upon 
scientists, specialists 
in theory and 
men of practical experience lor 
in­ 
struction and assistance for him. 
The war 
influence 
affects travel 
books more than any others. Usually 
there are many titles dealing with all 
the corners 
of 
the 
beautiful 
old 
world, but were it not for the call of 
Hie 
Panama-Pacific 
exposition and 
the interests of those 
v.*ho will go 
there and to other parts of The Pa­ 
cific coast, that kind of hook would 
have verv slight representation. 
Books dealing with the causes of 
the war and 
kindred 
subjects have 
crowded out 
historv 
and biography 
to considerable ox em. 
Poetry and plays gain in vigor and 
permanence, the poetry by American 
authors, the plays mostly by English 
or continental writers. 
A popular collection deals with the 
duties and problems of the home, and 
-hows the desire on Hie part of both 
parents and teachers to make home 


making and the training of children 
more efficient. 
The above 
conclusions 
have been 
drawn after checking hundreds of ti­ 
tles in the endeavor to buy the best 
for the Sedalia public library during 
the summer.

Every time I saw Edison 
idle he had a little telegraph outfit 
in a box making it click and I learn­ 
ed that he later became an operator, 
but I had engines on the brain/* said 
Mr. Willis. 
“How old are you. Mr. Willis?” 
“I’m the oldest man working for 
the M., K. & T. 
You might say I’m 
past forty-two,” he said, smiling. 
“W hen did you begin railroading?’* 
“In 1861 I was a messenger boy in 
an Illinois Central office in Chicago 
w'iih E. T. Jefferey, who later became 
a great railroad man in the west.

We fired with wood then/* he said.

J. of M. Sociologist Believes Europe 
W o n ’t Continue Present Reforms. 


Columbia, Mo, May 22.—That the 
‘ou trd of Hie liquor traffic arid of 
■ ice in Euiopean countries since the 
war began will not last after peace 
has been restored, was the statement 
of Dr. L. L. Bernard, professor of 
sociology in the University 
of 
Mis­ 
souri, in a lecture here. 
“These reforms are based on the as­ 
sumption that war is so serious a 
matter that human energy and social 
efficiency m un not be lessened by 
vices,” he said. 
“And the cynics are likely to ob­ 
serve how much more these states are 
interested in social efficiency in war 
time than rn the time of peace. 
“It is scarcely likely that this re­ 
form will last, for it represents a 
form of collectivism for which the 
great masses are even less prepared 
through training and intellectual ap 
preciation than they are for economic 
and political reforms.”

STATEMENT FROM MR. JORDAN AS TO WHY 
HE LEAVES US. 


A statement is due the people relative to the 
reasons for my going lack to state-wide work with 
the Board of Agriculture. 
The first reason is that when the board granted 
me a leave of absence to come to Pettis county for a 
year it was with the understanding that I would re­ 
turn; then, when the two years’ additional leave was 
granted, it was with the same understanding, so it is 
but the fulfillment of my agreement. 
I have conscientiously looked on all sides of the 
question and finally reached the following conclu­ 
sions: 
...... 
That I have done my very hest to do my full 
duty by every one, and have done the best I could; 
and the people’s gracious response and vindication 
have led me to feel that in the time allotted me I 
have done very well what I came to do . If I am of 
any value it is as a pioneer, to “blaze the trail.” 
I feel that I can serve more people by state-wide 
work, and perhaps my greatest debt is to my state. 
As to the publicity for Pettis county, I can do 
more from now on by state-wide work than I can by 
remaining in the county, since everywhere I go the 
people want the story of our work in Pettis county. 
My first desire is to do the greatest good to the 
greatest number, and I believe I can do this by a 
wider field of endeavor from this time on. 
I desire it understood in this connection that the 
yearly salary with the board of agriculture is the 
same as I have been getting here. 
I have most sincere regret at leaving. First, to 
part with as fine people as I have ever known, among 
them some of my very best friends; and, again, that 
the days were too short and too few to do all that 
needed to be done. 
I have done my best to merit your friendship, 
confidence and esteem. 
I shall expect in any event to remain in Sedalia 
until perhaps September I to carry out some work 
already planned, especially with the prospective 
alfalfa growers, and if a new man is put on the work, 
to remain with him to help him in all ways possible. 
After September I my address will he Columbia, 
and any aid I can render to any Pettis county folks, 
either by letter or in person, will he most gladly 
given. 
Assuring all of my full appreciation of uniform­ 
ly kind courtesy and consideration by all concerned, 
and especially the splendid help of the press, I am, 
very gratefully yours—S. M. Jordan.
